TERMS MADE PUBLIC 
Preliminary Agreement in Venezuelan 
Matter Given Out. 

IT SUITS SOUTH AMERICANS 


Judges of United States and British 
Courts Shall Name Arbitrators. 


RULES GOVERNING ADJUSTORS LAID DOWN 


Minister Andrade Will Soon Appear 
with Presidentt Crespo’s Sanc- 
tion of the Work. 


Washington, December 6.—The probable 
assent of Venezuela in the proposed treaty 
of arbitration of the British Guiana 
boundary dispute, negotiated through the 
good offices of the United States, and the 
practical conclusion of a general arbitra- 
tion convention between Great Britain and 
the United States, it is stated, will form 
two of the most important diplomatic an- 
nouncements in the president's message to 
congress tomorrow. 

What is understood to be in nearly all 
essential particulars a copy of the prelimi- 
nary agreement entered into some weeks 
ago between Secretary Olney and Sir Ju- 
lian Pauncefote on the Venezuelan matter 
is made public. 

The draft of the proposed treaty itself, 
which the Venezuelan minister, Mr. An- 
drade, carried with him to Caracas to lay 
before his government, is more elaborate 
than this agreement. It starts with a pre- 
amble of considerable length, and in that 
portion which refers. to the fifty-year oc- 
cupation of territory in dispute embodies 
other points besides mere occupancy and 
political control, which will be taken into 
consideration by the tribunal. These are 
expressed in technical terms, which inter- 
national lawyers will understand, but which 
would not be readily comprehended by 
others. 

The agreement signed by Secretary Ol- 
ney and Sir Julian Pauncefote runs sub- 
stantially as follows (the language being 
largely informal, as, for instance, the blunt 
reference to the “king of Sweden,’’ without 
any reference to court and full titles): 

1. An arbitral tribunal shall be im- 
mediately appointed to determine the boun- 
dary line between the colony of British 
Guiana and the republic of Veneauela. 

29 The tribunal shall consist of two 
members nominated by the judges of the 
supreme court of the United States and 
two members nominated by the judges of 
the British high court of justice—and a 
fifth selected by the four persons so nomi- 
nated, or in the event of their failure to 
agree within three months from the time 
of their nomination, selected by the king 
of Sweden. The person so selected shall 
be the president of the tribunal. The per- 
sons nominated by .the judges of the su- 
preme court of the United States and the 
British high court of, justice, respectively, 
may be judges of either of said courts. 


3. The tribunal -ehali investigate and.as-. 


certain the extent of the territory belonging 
to, or that might be lawfully claimed by 
the United Netherlands or by the King- 
dom of Spain, respectively, at the time of 
the acquisition by Great Britain of the 
colony of British Guiana, and shall de- 
termine the boundary line between the 
colony of British Guiana and the republic 
of Venezuela. 

4. In deciding the matter submitted, the 
arbitrators shall ascertain all facts which 
they deem necessary to a decision of the 
controversy, and shall be governed by the 
following rules, which are agreed upon by 
the high contracting parties as rules to 
be taken as applicable to the case, and by 
such principles of international law not in- 
consistent therewith as the arbitrators 
shall determine to be applicable to the 
case, 

The rules which are to govern the tri- 
bunal have been broadened in the treaty 
itself, but as covered in the preliminary 
agreement, they read as under: 

1. Adverse holding or prescription during 
@ period of fifty years shall make good 
title. The arbitrators may deem exclusive 
political control of a district as well as 
actual settlement thereof sufficient to con- 
stitute adverse holding or to make title 
by prescription. 

2. The arbitrators may recognize and give 
effect to rights and claims resting upon 
any other ground whatever, valid according 
to existing international law and on any 
principle of international law which the 
arbitrators may deem to be applicable to 
the case and are not in contravention to 
the foregoing rules. 

3. In determining the boundary line, if the 
territory of one party be found by the 
tribunal to have been in the occupation of 
the subjects or citizens of the other party, 
such effect shall be given to such occupa- 
tion us reason, justice, the principles of in- 
ternational law and the equities of the 
case shall, in the opinion of the tribunal, 
require. 

Advices received from Caracas do not 
bear cut the impression that the Venezue- 
lan cabinet is dissatisfied with the treaty or 
that Minister Andrade, who will shortiv 
return to the United States, will bring 
with him the draft of a new treaty as mod- 
ified by the Venezuelan authorities. . On 
the contrary there are grounds for tlie be- 
lief that President Crespo and his consti- 
tytional advisers have given their full ad- 
hesion to the proposed treaty. Under these 
circumstances it will be signed by Mr. 
Andrade, representing the South American 
republic, and by Sir Julian, on the part 
of Great Britain, after which the United 
States will drop out of the matter, well 
satisfied to have been the medium of bring- 
ing the two countries together and of 
effecting a settlement of their long dispute 
rrovgh the peaceful charnel orf an inter- 
national board of arbitrators. 

It was only in this way, it is asserted on 
high authority, that such a conclusion 
could have been reached, as diplomatic re- 
laticns between Venezuela and Great Bri- 
tain have long been suspended, and it was 
well known that her majesty’s government 
would not consent that Venezuela should 
have any voice in the selection of the 
board. While it is’ entirely true that the 
ratification of the treaty must still depend 
upon the will of the Venezuelan congress, 
no doubt is felt that that body will indorse 
President Crespo’s action. 

In regard to a general treaty of arbitra- 
tion between the United States and Great 
Britain it is stated that the president’s 
message will show that the negotiations are 
practically concluded, and that it will be 
the president’s pleasure within a few weeks 
at the utmost to lay the treaty before the 
senate for its consideration. It is sub- 
stantially finished now excepting a few 
matters of detaW that are still the subject 
of correspondence, but respecting which 
there will be little if any additional delay.

San Francisco, December 6.—Tom Shar- 
key, the pugilist of the American navy, 
held a levee today.

SIX TOLL GATES CUT DOWN 


Keepers Are Warned Not To Repair 
Under Penalty of Daihage. 


KENTUCKY TURNPIKE WAR GROWS WARMER 


Over Three Hundred Gates Have Been 
Destroyed Since the Trouble Be- 


gan—Courts Cannot Protect.

Harrodsburg, Ky., December 6.—A mob 
of between forty and sixty men, armed 
with shotguns and axes, rode through 
Mercer last night and chopped down six 
toll gates. 

The gatekeepers were warned not to re 
pair the gates or collect any more toll 
under penalty of being burned out. 

The mob passed through this city at 2 
o’clock this morning en route to Macks- 
ville and Harrodsburg and destroyed every 
giate in the line of march. 

At Salt river, one mile from here, Dave 
Barnett, a gatekeeper, was made to chop 
down his own gate, and he was told to 
notify the turnpike directors that if the 
gate was repaired and money collected 
the raiders would not only burn the toll 
house, but the private property of the 
board of directors. These gentlemen have 
ordered the gates repaired and toll will be 
collected, by an armed guard if necessary. 
The same warning was given at some of 
the other gates, 

Over 300 toll gates have been burned or 
chopped down since the turnpike war be- 
gan in Washington county three months 
ago, and as yet only five arrests have 
been made. No convictions resulted from 
these. 

The gates destroyed represent 1,500 miles 
of turnpike calued at $4,000,000 and the 
state and county authorities have furnish- 
ed no protection whatever.

BAYARD WILL REFUSE PRESENT 


United States Ambassador Will De- 
cline an English Gift. 

London, December 6.—Hon. Thomas F. 
Bayard, the American ambassador, has 
written a letter to The Daily Telegraph 
anent that journal’s proposal to take up 
a public subscription for the purpose of 
purchasing him a national Christmas gift 
as a token of the esteem of the-British 
government. The letter, 
December 5th, says in part: 4 

“Early this‘ morning I telegraphed you 
not to proceed further with your kind and 
generous proposal for a testimonial to me 
from the people of this country in token 
of their appreciation of my efforts to estab- 
lish between the two great English-speak- 
ing countries relations of harmony and 
good will.” 

Mr. Bayard then proceeds to say that he 
was touched and gratified by the proposal 
and The Telegraph’s generous eulogy of 
him, but that a few hours’ reflection show- 
ed him that, holding his present office and 
invested with its discretion and duties, he 
should scrupulously obey the spirit of his 
country’s law, which inhibits anyone hold- 
ing an office cf trust or profit under the 
American government from accepting 
“without the consent of congress, any 
present from any king, prince or govern- 
ment.”’ 

He further says: “While I live I shall 
not cease to thank the people of these 
islands for the whole-hearted, unstinted 
welcome I have received at their hands, 
and the warm hospitalities that have been 
showered on me and mine.” 

The Telegraph, in a leader, will tomorrow 
announce the withdrawal of its proposal. 
It says there is no need to inquire whether 
any high official authority influenced Mr. 
Bayard to decline the proposed gift. The 
reception of the proposal has shown how 
sincere is the good will of the English na- 
tion toward him.

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YELLOW FEVER AND SMALLPOX 


Surgeon General Wyman Officially 
Informed of Health in Cuba. 
Washington, December 6.—Dr. D. M. Bur- 
gess, sanitary inspectcr of the marine hos- 
pital service at Havana, informs Surgeon 
General Wyman, under date of November 
8th that yellow fever in Cuba had not 
diminished perceptibly in severity during 
the present week, that smallpox increased 
considerably among civilians and that fe- 
ver and dysentery had augmented con- 

siderably. . 

Of the 216 deaths In the week ended No- 
vember 26th, eighty-seven were from yel- 
low fever, and 220 new cases were reported: 
fifty-four from smallpox, with #0 new 
cases. Ejigtty-three of the eighty-seven 
deaths from yellow fever during the week 
were among Spanish soldiers in the mil- 
itary hospitals, the remaining four being 
among civilians. All of the fifty-four 
deaths from smallpox occurred among civil- 
lans. 

“I am informed,’’ daid Dr. Burgess, 
“from what I believe to be credible sour- 
ces, that in the eight government military 
hospitals which are established in the 
city and its immediate suburbs there are 
over 10,000 sick and wounded Spanish sol- 
diers.’’ 

Under date of November 2ist, Dr. H. 8. 
Caminero, inspector at Santiago de Cuba, 
reported that tbe smallpox epidemic which” 
had raged for several months was at an 
end. Yellow fever, however, still prevailed

Brunswick, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
The tug Dauntless will not go to Cuba on 
a filibustering expedition again soon. The 
treasury department has came down fiat- 
footed on the plans made to clear her from 
Jacksonville to Prt Antonio, Jamaica, 
and will not allow the trip to be made. 

The revenue cutter Boutwell has been sta- 
tioned alongside the Dauntless and Captain 
Kilgore has orders to stop her at all haz- 
ards should she attempt to leave port. 

Captain Kilgore had: similar orders re- 
cently and he informed the Dauntless crew 
that he would fire solid shot into her sides 
if they disobeyed him. This kept the 
Dauntless from moving until she gained 
penmission to go hunting for wrecks and 
wound up that trip by cavorting all around 
the cutter Calfax, sent to convoy her. 
Finally slipping away from: her escorts 
she went back to Jacksonville with a rev- 
enue officer on board, while his commander 
put into Savannah and was wondering 
where his officer and prisoner tug were. 

As is known the filibuster departed from 
srunswick a few days since without clear- 
ance to Jacksonville and in direct opposi- 
tion to orders from the treasury depart- 
ment through Collector Lamb, There was 
no cutter here to stop her and when Owner 
Bisbee gave the word to steam out she 
steamed. That gentleman then informed 
Collector Lamb of what he had done, giving 
advice of his lawyers as one of the reasons 
and stating that he desired to have the 
Dauntless’ bottom scraped, after which he 
intended to clear her from Jacksonville for 
Port Antonio, Jamaica, for a cargo of 
fruit. 

Contrary to general expectations of the 
public and customs officials, the Dauntless 
did go to Jacksonville and is now on the 
ways there, while Owner Bisbee with his 
suave manner is around and about to add 
worry to theSpanish and customs officials.

The collector 
wired Washington and@ the depaftment 
wired back an emphatic refusal of the ap- 
plication. The cutter Boutwell caught the 
inspiration, drew up a boat length closer 
and settled herself for a long siege of 
watching over the Dauntless. Bisbee heard 
the news in his office, hugged his oil stove 
tighter and “‘cussed”” the government. He 
was mild but emphatic and declared his 
intention of meaning no wrong. 

“My boat is being persecuted,”’ said he. 
“The government should not interfere with 
legitimate trade between this and a for- 
eign country. Let the Dauntless go to Ja- 
maica and she will return with bananas. 
There’s lots of money in that trade and I 
want some of it.’’ | 
Coming down to a direct question of what 
he would do, Mr. Bisbee said he might have 
to go, clearance or no clearance, but as yet 
had no definite plans. 

Before leaving Brunswick an intimation 
was made that in event a clearance was 
refused at Jacksonville, mandamus pro- 
ceedings would be instituted against the 
collector. ‘tat would be an expensive un- 
dertaking, as it would have to be done at 
Washington and would consume so much 
time that Colonel Bisbee’s’ bananas would 
perish before he got out. -He has another 
resource, however, and that is to sue the 
collector for the boat’s detention. 

A parallel case is pointed to in that of 
Francisco Gonzalez va. Francis Hendricks, 


which is found in the 6715th Federal Reports. 


The plaintiff in the case was the charterer 
of the steamship South Portland and he 
applied to the defendant, as collector of 
customs of the port of New York, to clear 
the steamer for Trinidad. The vessel was 


loaded with arms and ammunition and the 
Venezuelan minister at Washington inform- 


ed the secretary of the treasury that the 
steamer was about to sail for Trinidad with 
arms for the insurgents in Venezuela. He 
requested 'that clearance be refused the ves- 
sel. Gonzales applied to Collector Hen- 
dricks on September 2, 1892, for clearance 
papers, but the collector, acting under in- 
structions from the secretary of the treas- 
ury, refused them. Finally on September 
91st the vessel was allowed to clear. Suit 
was brought for the detention of the boat 
and it resulted in a verdict for the plaintiff 
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Suits—Judge 
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Columbus, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
The regular fall term of the federal court 
for the western division of the northern 
district of Georgia, which convenes in Co- 
lumbus tomorrow morning, promises to be 
quite an important session. There is @ 
mass of Eagle and Phenix litigation to 
come up for consideration, for the credttors 
of the big mills are numerous and they are 
all anxious for a settlement of their respec- 
tive claims. The priority of the claims of 
various classes of creditors—bondhohiers, 
Savings bank depositors and people who 
became creditors of the mills shortly before 
the failure—is to be passed upon, and as 
large mounts of money are involved, the 
issues to be settled are quite important. 
It is presumed that many of the questions 
that have arisen in this case will be re- 
ferred by Judge Newman to the special 
master, Mr. W. A. Wimbish. 

A very important series of civil cases 
that will come up for trial will be the suits 
on certain notes held by the Chattahoochee 
National bank. A few months ago the re- 
ceiver of the bank entered suit against 
several persons in Columbus on notes held 
by the bank, the most involved being, in 
two instances, $5,000. In answer to the 
tional allegations, They admitted having 
signed the notes on which they were being 
sued, but stated that President Epping, of 
the bank, had asked them to sign the notes 
as a personal favor, assuring them that 
it was a mere formality and that there 
would be no hereafter to the.affair. The 
answers created quite a sensation at the 
time, and the outcome of the trial of the 
cases will be awaited with much interest 
if the trials come off at this term as they 
are booked. 

Besides the civil there are the usual num- 
ber of criminal cases to be disposed of. 

Judge Newman and court officials and 
many of the jurors, defendants, witnesses 
and other persons interested in the session 
of the big court arrived in the city today. 
The session will be held in the new federal 
building, the courtroom of which will be 
initiated tomorrow. 

The Columbus Southern. 

Next Wednesday the Columbus Southern 
railroad will be sold by Special Master J. 
W. English to satisfy the mortgage of the 
bondholders; There is much speculation in 
local railway circles as to who will be the 
purchaser. it is said that the 
Georgia and Alabama would like to get 
the road, as by & it could establish a short 
through route from here to Savannah via 
Richland, which point marks the intersec- 
tion of the two roads, Such a route would 
be thirty miles shorter than the Central's. 
The Central may be a bidder to get hold 
of the road and thus shut out competition, 
The Southern and the Plant system are also 
spoken of as possible bidders.

The 
trial is the second allowed Delk for the 
crime he is charged with committing, and 
it will probably settle his fate. He was 
convicted of murder at the first triak but 
was granted a new hearing by direction of 
the supreme count, 

Delk’s attorneys, Colonel W. C. Glenn and 
Hadtn & Denson, will be on hand at Zebu- 
lon this morning and they will watch every 
point and tse every means in their power 
to secure a reversal of the verdict of the 
jury in the first trial. Strong efforts have 
been made in behalf of the prisoner and 
his attorneys and friends feel confident 
that he will be able to establish the inno- 
cence he claims for himself.

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Futile Legislation. 

One of the queerest of all the phe- 
nomena of legislation is the persistence 
with which our law-making bodies per- 
sist in reaching out after and experi- 
menting with matters that cannot by 
any possibility be brought under the 
control of the courts that are supposed 
to enforce the statutes. 

The failure of these experiments in 
one state seems to have no effect what- 
ever on the law-making bodies in other 
States, but each legislature of every 
state must make the experiment for it- 
golf. 

A case in point is to be found in Ala- 
hama. A committee.of the legislature 
of that state has just reported a bill to 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes. Singular to say, this move 
nent in the Alabama legislature follows 
hard upon the heels of the recent an- 
nouncement that the Iowa anti-cigarette 
law has been absolutely abandoned. 
Iowa is a state that is peculiarly adapt- 
ed to experimentation in legislation 
which has for its main purpose a desire 
to substitute the coid body of the law 
for the warm and sympathetic home- 
training that ought to. be a part of the 
experience of every man and woman. 
The population of lowa’is made up of 
the descendants of those who came 
from New England to take charge of 
the beginnings made by the southern 
pioneeers. The controlling element of 
that population is composed of men 
who have the New England character- 
istics—the facile adoption of every plaus- 
ible “ism” that has for its aim the sub- 


ilv code. 
This being so, it is natural that Iowa 


shovld have taken the lead in all those 


legis.ative schemes that aim to make 
the state the father..another and mother- 
in-law of all its inhabitants, regulating 
their appetites and reforming their hab- 
its. That such schemes of legislation 
are futile in the very nature of things, 
every man of common sense must know. 

It is to the credit of lowa, however, 
that, having demonstrated the futility of 
such laws, her people are prompt to 
abandon them. Having discovered to 
her own satisfaction that state prohibi- 
tion was a dismal and disastrous failure, 
the project was abandoned for local 
option. So with the anti-cigarette law. 
Discovering that {t was a futile scheme, 
its enforcement being impossible, and 
its operations confined to depriving the 
State. of the revenue it had formerly 
collected by means of the tax on cigar- 
eites, the law has been abandoned, as 
it could not be enforced. 

And now comes the announcement 
that a committee of the Alabama leg- 
islature proposes to pick up the discard- 
ed lowan experiment and give it the dig- 
nity of a revival in that state. The two 
states are geographically far apart, but 
it will be found, should the experiment 
be made, that human nature, at the bot- 
tom, is the same in Alabama as it is in 
Iowa. In neither commonwealth is it 
possible for any legislative scheme to 
succeed which undertakes to usurp the 
place of family government, and this is 
the ultimate aim of the bill. 

We say here that we sympathize heart- 
ily with the ostensible object of anti-cig- 
arette legislation, which is to prevent 
young men and boys from forming a 
useless habit, but we do not at all agree 
with the spirit of such legislation. The 
folly of it has not only been demonstrat- 
ed time and again, but the essence of it 
is wrong. It is as if all the fathers in 
the siate desired to place the control 
of their sons in the courts. Reduce the 
matter to an individual case, and the 
folly of it becomes apparent. Mr. Blif- 
kins is afraid his son will indulge in 
cigarette smoking, and so he appeals to 
the legislature to pass a law to prevent 
young Vincent de Jones Blifkins from 
smoking cigarettes. 

Common sense would suggest that Mr. 
Blifkins’s duty to himself and to the 
state is to control his own son. If young 


“ Vineent de Jones Blifkins thas been al- 


lowed to do pretty much as he pleased, 


* and stands in no awe of parental dis- 


pleasure, all the laws that a legisla- 
ture could pass from now until dooms- 
day will not prevent his forming the 
cigaretie habit. In all such cases the 
back of a hairbrush, or a barrel stave, 
applied at the right time and on the 
right spot. is more effective than all the 
laws on all the statute books. 

To enlarge the illustration by applying 
it to the whole state may make the 
matter appear more respectable, but it 
does not cure the folly or the futility of 
the movement. It has been demonstrat- 
ed, not only in Iowa, but in the state of 
Washington, that such a law cannot be 
enforted, although a practical demon-

Every effort that has ever been made 
to make the law take the place of fam- 
ily training and discipline is bound to 
be a fafiure, for the reason that the 
enforcement of any statute depends on 
the approval, the consent and the sym- 
pathy of the community on which it is 
intended fo operate. 

Local aption owes all its success to 
the fact that it represents the consent 
of the voters, and gives the families of 
a community an opportunity to streugth- 
en their own rules and regulations by 
adopting prohibition, if they choose to 
do so. 

Let us hopé thaf we have heard the 
last of the anti-cigarette bill, and other 
such foolish legislation, in Alabama.

that two of the principal exports during 
both years have been cotton and tobacco 
products. The cotton exports alone ag- 
gregate the enormous sum of $12,000,000, 
while the exports of tobacco are val- 
ued at $3,454,000. In both of these pro- 
ducts the south is directly interested, 
and the foregoing table simply shows 
the magnificent possibilities which lie 
within the grasp of this section. Since 
the south is the home of both the cotton 
plant and the tobacco plant there is no 
reason why this section should not en- 
joy a monopoly in the manufacture of 
cotton and tobacco products and in the 
exportation of these products to foreign 
markets. Within the past few ‘years 
there has been a rapid increase in the 
number of cotton mills erected in the 
south, and within the next decade it 
is likely that New England will make a 
complete surrender to southern enter- 
prise. (With respect to the manufacture 
of tobacco the south already enjoys the 
lead over other sections, but there is 
still room for decided growth. 

With respect to the various other ex- 
ports, it is gratifying to know that 
American products are regarded with 
such high favor abroad. In view of the 
marvelous resources of our soil, how- 
ever, it is not surprising that America 
should rank among the leading nations 
of the globe in the number and value of 
her exports. 

The State Geologist’s Report. 

Professor W. S. Yeates, the state geolo- 
gist, has just submitted his report to the 
governor, covering a period from Oc- 
tober 24, 1894, to October 15, 1896. The 
report makes its appearance in the form 
of a pamphlet, and is handsomely illus- 
trated with photographie views showing 
the different collections of the geologica] 
department. 

Not only does the report furnish a 
clear idea of the resources of the State, 
but it also gives evidence of the svs- 
tematic and thorough manner in which 
Professor Yeates has organized his de 
partment. It is gratifying to know that 
the state’s geological interests are’ in 
such competent hands. 

While the custom of the state geol- 
ogist has been to submit yearly reports 
to the governor, Professor Yeates ex- 
plains that he was unable to comply 
with this rule on account of the expcsi- 
tion. His present report, therefore, in- 
cludes the aork of the department for 
both fiscal years. 

With respect to the state’s exhibit at 
the exposition, Professor Yeates shows 
that great care and discrimination were 
employed in its collection. Specimens 
were gathered in duplicate so that @is- 
plays could be made in both the state 
and forestry buildings. A summary of 
the exhibit shows that 2,348: specimens 
were displayed in the state building 
and 608 in the mining and forestry build- 
ee These specimens included ore:, min-

With this exhibit as a nucleus, Profes- 
sor Yeates has onganized within the last 
few months a state museum. For tlie 
lack of better quarters he has made use 
of the corridors on the top floor of the 
capitol. In this museum every natural 
product which the soil of Georgia fur- 
nishes is represented and the collec- 
tion is a most complete and interesting 
study of Georgia's resources, 

Professor Yeates is anxious for the 
legislature to provide a special building 
for the state museum, and there is no 
reason why the suggestion shoud nof 
meet with the approval of our law-mak- 
ers. There is no state in the union 
which can boast of a greater variety of 
natural advantages than Georgia, and 
the more thoroughly this fact is ad- 
vertised the better it will be for the 
state. Only a small sum of. money 
would be required to build the museum, 
and a more judicious expenditure could 
not be made. 

Other suggestions are made by Profes- 
sor Yeates with reference to the im- 
provement and extension of his depart- 
ment, but the report speaks for itself. 
Our lawmakers should bestow careful 
consideration upon the report of the 
state geologist, and no assistance which 
they can render him in his important 
work should be withheld. 
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Humbug or Benefactor. 

If Dr. Thomas Powell, of Columbus, 
Mo., is able to substantiate his claim, 
there will be a revolution in medical sci- 
ence within the next few ‘years. 

Since the germ theory of disease was 
first sprung Dr. Powell has been a pro- 
found student of that subject. While 
various scientific thinkers have been 
occupied with the discovery of these 
germs and in devising some method of | 
expelling them from the system, Dr. 
Powell has restricted his investigations 
to a different phase of the problem. His 
effort has been to prevent these mi- 
crobes from entering the body and to 
render the system by means of some ef- 
fective recipe impervious to disease 
germs. 

Dr. Powell now contends as the fruit 
of long study that he has solved the 
scientific riddle. He saws that just as 
vaccination prevents smallpox, so will 
his discovery prevent the contraction of 
scarlet fever, consumption, diphtheria 
and other devastating maladies. ‘As yet, 
the discovery which Dr. Powell claims 


If he can establish the truth of his 
declaration, he will confer a lasting boon 
upon the human race. Othello will lose 
his ocevpation, but millions of suffer- 
ing victims will be benefited. Until the 
question which Dr. Powell's alleged dis- 
covery has raised is settled there will 
be no disposition on the part of physi- 
cians to seek other employment.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The state of New York spent $23,073,830 
for educational purposes during the school 
year ending July 31, 1896. The public schools 
in cities received $15,542,071 of this amount 
and the public schools in the country the 
remaining $7,531,759. The state owns 12,027 
schoolhouses, which, together with their 
Sites, are valued at $60,333,126... The total 
number of children attending these various 
schools of the state Is 1,651,858. While New 
York is forced to make a large expenditure 
of money each year for the support of her 
schools, the salaries which are paid to 
teachers in the Empire State are not as 
large as in other sections of the country. 
There is no profession which deserves a 
higher compensation that that of school 
teaching, and yet at the same time there 
is no profession which is less remunerative 
It is largely because of this fact that 
hundreds of talented young men are today 
entering the legal profession when the nat- 
ural trend of their intellects is in educa- 
tional lines. Massachusetts has long recog- 
nized the force of this reasoning and there 
is not a state in the union which takes 
precedence over the Bay State in educa- 
tional matters. 


Within the next few weeks congress will 
be asked to aid the establishment of a 
Pacific telegraph cable from San Francisco 
by the Hawaiian islands to Japan and 
China. Says The Railway Age: 

“The distance to Honolulu is 2,097 miles, 
to Japan about 6,500 miles, so that when 
laid this will be the longest cable in the 
world. The Pacific Cable Company, of New 
York, with a capitalization of $10,000,000, 
proposes to build itt cable by sales of stock, 
Without issuing bonds, and it asks the 
United States to contract to pay $100,000 a 
year for twenty years, or $2,000,000, in re 
turn for which all messages for the gov- 
ernment are to be forever transmitted with- 
out charge. The rate for ordinary private 
messages between the United States and 
Japan and China shall not exceed $1.25 a 
word, and between the United States and 
Honolulu 35 cents a word, and press rates 
shall not exceed one-fourth the rates on 
ordinary private messages. In case of war, 
rebellion or other emergentrs, the United 
States may take possession of the line and 
keep the same as long as necessary, and 
the company shall be indemnified by the 
United States for any loss which it may 
suffer on account of such seizure and con- 
trol. As the cable will be laid at consider- 
able depths, and will require at least 16 
per cent of slack, upward of 7,500 nautical 
miles of cable will be required. The cost 
of the cable and the necessary repair ship 
is estimated at $7,500,000. In order to estab- 
ish a successful transpacific cable‘it will 
be necessary later op, it is believed,

HOUSE HOLDS TWO SESSIONS 


General Appropriation’ Bill and Clay 
County Contest To Be Acted On. 


COMMITTEE MAY WANT DEBATE LIMITED 


Said That Rule Allowing Free Dis- 
cussion in Committee of Whole 
May Be Amended by House. 


The genéral assembly will re-convene this 
morning aud the/indications are that the 
day will mark the beginning of one of the 
most important and liveliest weeks of the 
session. It will be a busy week in both 
houses and at the close of business next 
Saturday much of the important work of 
the present session will have been done. 

It is expected that many meinbers of the 
house will be in their seats this morning 
who were not in attendance last week on 
account of absence from the city while 
visiting the several public institutions in 
connection with committee duty. Several 
sub-committees were absent the greater 
part of the week and few more than a 
quorum of members were left in the eity. 

Several matters of importance will occu- 
py the time’of the house this weex, among 
them the consideration of the general ap- 
propriation bill and the Clay county con- 
test, both of which matters will have the 
right of way. The committee on privileges 
and elections will prcbably make a report 
on the contest case in a day or two and 
the fight for the seat will be made on the 
floor of the house. The sitting member is 
A. LL, Foster, populist. Judge Killings- 
worth, democrat, claims the seat and many 
think he is entitled to it. 


General Bill Special Order. 

Commencing tomorrow morning the house 
will devote nearly all of its time tv con- 
sideration of the general appropriation bill. 
The bill has already been made a special 
order for the day and as scon as the jour- 
nal of today’s proceedings is read, under 
the special order, the bill will be taken up, 
The constitution of the state requires that 
all appropriation bills be consilered in 
committee of the whole before being acted 
on in the house, and for that rocson much 
time will be consumed on the bill unless 
the house adopts a rule requiring the com- 
mittee of the whole to limit debate. 

Under the rules debate in committee of 
the whole is unlimited and any member may 
speak as often and as long as he may de- 
sire, when recognized by the chair. Mem- 
bers have already shown a disposition ito 
talk freely on appropriation bills, and un- 
less something is done to curtail debate on 
the general bill it is feared by some ef the 
leaders that slow progress will be made. 

Rules Committee Will Report. 

An effort was made to get the committee 
On rules together at adjournment of the 
house on Saturday. but by reason of the 
absence of several members nothing was 
dene. lt is said that the meeting was call- 
ed with the view of framing a rule to be 
offered in the hceuse limiting debates in 
committee of the whole on the appropria- 
tion bill. Members of the committce are 
reticent on the matter, but it is understood 
that such a question is pending before the 
committee. A meeting witl probably be 
held eeney Ard an understanding will be 
reached on the matter. 

lAttle business will be transacted in the 
house until the general appropriation bill 
is out of the way and by the time it is sent 
to the senate the general tax bill will have 
been reported from the finance committee 
to the house. It will then be put forward 
and given the right of way, making it cer- 
tain that few bills of an important nature 
wiH be considered this week.

LETTERS FROS1 THE PEOPLE. 
Is This a Wise or Just Policy? 


Editor Constitution—In your issue of De- 
cember 3d I observed with pleasure a 
communication from Hon. N. J. Hammond, 
headed ‘‘The General Assembly and Edu- 
cation.’’ ‘ 

In the course of the article Colonel Ham- 
mond says ‘all well-informed and candid 
Georgians’’ admit ‘‘there is room enough 
in the state for all the colleges we have 
and that every one of them needs en- 
largement."””’ I am especially gratitied by 
this broad-minded view, coming! as it does 
from the chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of the university at Athens. When in 
1852 Bishop George F. Pierce delivered the 
noble address from which Colonel Ham- 
mond quotes approvingly, such friendly 
expressions for Emory and Mercer as are 
implied by Colonel Hammond's article, 
were not common. In the course of that 
address Bishop Pierce felt it necessary to 
Say with reference to the establishment of 
Mercer, Emory and Oglethorpe: “Nor 
were these enterprises effected without op- 
position. The friends of the State college 
were alarmed, lest these rival institutions 
should drain its patronage and alienate the 
confidence of the country. Sectarianism, 
priestly intrigue, church bigotry, were 
dreaded and denounced.” In a truly liberal 
spirit the good bishop eulogized Frauiklin 
college (now called the State university), 
but went on to say in the same adress: 


“It is my deliberate conviction that in the | 


last fifteen years more has been effected 
by these church enterprises for the in- 
tellectual cultivation of the people than 
by all the plans of the state since the adop- 
tion of the constitution.”’ 

The opposition to these denominational 
colleges seemed to have finally given way 
however, for back in the fifties the legisla- 
ture passed an act, which the governor 
approved, exempting their property from 
taxation, and in the matter of taxation 
putting them on “the same footing with 
the University of Georgiia.”’ 

But in recent years there has been a re- 
vival of the ancient hostility toward them 
which was deprecated by Bishop Pierce. 
By methods and management, which I 
forbear to discuss, the following distinct 
acts of unfriendliness have been brought 
to pass: 

1. All their property, except the buildings 
and grounds absolutely used for teaching, 
has been taxcd, reversing the time-honor- 
ed policy of the state and writing in the 
constitution of 1877 a narrow, illiberal sec- 
tion clearly designed to lay 1eedless bur- 
dens wpon these church colleges, from 
which most of the sons and daughters of 
Georgia are now graduated. 

Repeated efforts to get through the 
legislature a bill to allow the people to 
vote upon a constitutional amendment to 
return to Georgia’s old policy of wisdom 
and justice toward these church schkcols 
The people, it seems, 
cannot be trusted in this matter. 

2. Laws have been passed authorizing 
graduates of state schools to teach inthe 
common schools by virtue of their diplo- 
mas. Every effort to amend the law 20 
as to give the same privileges to the 
graduates of Emory and Mercer has been 
defeated. The graduates of establishments 
whose diplomas would not admit to the 
sophomore classes’ of Emory and Mercer 
are thus falsely graded above the graduates 
of these denominational colleges. 

3. In 1881 a@ policy of free tuition was in- 
augurated by the university and_ its 
branches with the avowed expectation 
that it would make- %inroads’’ upon _ the 
“patronage” of Emory and Merver. To 
support this policy a wretched funding 
bill was enacted by which nearly -$300.000 
of bonded indebtedness has been put upon 
the people of Georgia, running for fifty

Warman, general pas- 
senger agent of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, was in charge of the governor's 
car, having been assigned by President 
Thomas to look after the comfort of the 
party.

This 
accounts for the army blanks found in 
Galloway’s pockets after he died at the 
hospital. 

It is a significant fact that when Galio- 
way was injured and afterwards take to 
the hospital his friend kept perfectly 
quiet. The locai authorities never knew 
Galloway had a companion. “ven after 
the young man died, and the officials 
worked for several days to establish his 
identity, Foster never made known his 
connection with Gallowuy. 

Were S&n Together. 

On the night Galloway was fatally 
wounded an Italian fruit vender on Peters 
street states two young men canie to his 
stand and bought some bananas. From 
their conversation he gained they were 
from Tennessee and had something to do 
with the army. 

That was about 7:30 o’clock. A half-hour 
later Galloway was found on the track 
about 200 yards below Peters street crese- 
ing with his collar bone broken and his 
skull crushed.

SCHOOL BILL PROSPECTS. 


GLENN THINKS MILLION-DOLLAR 
APPROPRIATION WILL PASS. 


Tells of the Benefits To Be Derived 


by the State—Speaks Earnestly 
in Its Behalf. 


State School Commissioner Glenn, in dis- 
cussing the probable action of the legis- 
lature in making much larger appropria- 
tions for educational purposes this year 
than ever ‘before, expressed some very 
pertinent opinions in regard to the advance- 
ment of the state’s interests through this 


aciion. 

The commissioner is a versatile student 
of statistics and has probably studied the 
effect of educaticn upon the people with 
more care than any other man in the 
state. In his opinion there is an intimate 
relation between the state’s prosperity and 
the education of its citizens that is insep- 
arable. He said: 

“T have no doubt that the appropria- 
tion of $400,0#W, recommended by the 
finance committee, in addition to the regu- 
lar annual appropriation of $690,000, will 
pass the house and senate and receive the 
approval of the governor. I believe con- 
fidently that the appropriations for the 
higher institutions of learning will also 
be made. if this is done, it will do more 
to advertise the state of Georgia favorably 
than arything else that has been done in 
recent years. 

“Just at this time the people not only 
ef the United States, but of the whole 
world, have their eyes fixed upon Georgia. 
1 dare say, without fear of substantia) 
contradicticn, that no state in the union is 
being regarded with more interest than 
Georgia. Hurdreds of people are con- 
templating moving their homes to this 
state. The first question that they ask is 
this: “What can Georgia do to promote 
the «education of our children if we move 
there? What advantages has*the state in 
an educational way in the shape of com- 
mon scheols and colleges that will make 
it to our interest to move there?’ 

“When they see a fund of $1,000,000 devot- 
ed to the ccmmon somkools and a substantial 
amount appropristed to the university and 
the branch colleges, the influence upon 
them will be very strong. 

“The way to make Georgia lands val- 
vable is to stamp upon the farms intell- 
gence.

Action This Week. 
STRAW IN CONVICT’S FAVOR 


Petition Sigmed by Legislators Will 
Help Prisoner with Governor. 


MOVEMENT SUGGESTED BY A HIGH OFFICIAL 


Case May Be Taken Up by Governor 
in a Few Days, and Hill’s Fate 
Finally Settled. 


This week may bring Ilberty to Harry 


Hill. 
It is confidently belleved by his friends 
that something will be done for the pris- 
oner in a few days, and some strongly 
hope for the issuance of a pardon by the 
governor before the week has passed. 

It is understeod that a hearing will be 

asked and that the case will be laid be- 
fore Governor Atkinson in a few days. 
There has been an unusually strong effort 
recentiy made in behalf ef the convict, and 
it ‘s said that the work done has not been 
in van, although no intimation has been 
made by the governor as to his probable 
action in the matter. 
Those in a position to observe the trend 
of affairs at the cap!tol attach more im- 
pertance to a step taken in behalf of Hill 
dirirg last week than has appeared on the 
surface. The movement referred to was 
the circulation of several petitions among 
the members of the house and senate ask- 
fnz for the exercise of executive clemency 
in behalf of Hill. A great many members 
of both houses signed the petitions, and 
they have been formally presented to the 
governor. 

It is said that the petitions were circu- 
lated at the suggestion and in- 
Stance of one high in authority, and one 
who is in a position to appreciate’ the 
weight and influence of such a petition. 
Those who circulated the petitions and 
those who were interested in the matter 
endeavored to do the work quietly, and 
without letting the facts become public, 
but one in possession of the inside knowl- 
edge cxpresses the belief of many when 
he says that the petition of the legislators 
will have more weight and influence with 
the governor than any other document or 
argument which has been presented in be- 
half of Hill. 

A great volume of petitions and memor- 
fails asking for the pardon of the noted 
former have heen filed with the governor, 
and ‘t is doubted if such pressure for the 
exercise of executive power in behalf of a 
cony ct has been made in this state in many 
years as has been made for Hi!!. Promi- 
nent citizens from all parts of the state 
have interested themselves in the case, 
and many private letters have been re- 
ceived by the governor from persons Ck: | 
pressing the wish that Hill be pardoned. 
Many of the latter class of correspondents 
think. that Hill was r'ghtfully convicted, 
and that he was deserving of the punish- 
ment meted out to him, but they now be- 
lieve that Hili has suffered sufficiently for 
his crime. 

Those arguing for a pardon say the ends 
of justice nave been met, and that the 
moral effect of the conviction of the prison- 
er will not be minimized by the pardon of 
Hill now. Another point urged in favor 
of the prisoner is the report that his con- 
duct has been good during tncarceration, 
and that his health is rapidly failing. 

Governor “Atkinson eft last night for 
Nashville at the head of the Tennessee 
centennial legislative party, but he will 
return tomorrow morning, and may take 
up the Hill case at any time. He is said to 
be anxious to get the matter settled finally, 
anc a decision may be reached on the case 
at once,

It is urged by the friends of the school 
that this college Was never a ‘branch col- 
lege,” but a department of the State unt- 
versity, and therefore, by the very terms 
of its creation, the state, through its legis- 
lative branch, committed itself to its main- 
tenance. Further on in tthe act, the con- 
ditions on which the state thus committed 
itself are distinctly set forth. One of these 
was that in consideration of the loan of the 
property to thse university trustees, and 
especially in consideration of the money ap- 
prepriated from the university funds, the 
city of ‘Milledgeville should make a cash 
donation for the support of the school, 
Here, then, it is claimed, was a contract, 
implied, if not in specific terms, between 
the state and the city of Milledgeville. 

Just here the first report on the school, 


| made by a joint committee of the senate 


and house, session of 1894-95, with Senator 
J. B. Bussey, chairman, is germain. 

After reciting the finding of the implied 
agreement referred to, the committee says: 

“We find that the city has complied with 
said contract, and has in addition erected 
x $12,000 dormitory which will house one 
hundred cadet3.”’ 

The committee further set forth that the 
“said college is efficient in its branches, 
and that said college is now in a better 
cordition to co efficient service to the state 
than ever before.’’ 
a recoummerdation that “the state make an 
appropriation sufficient to maintain the 
same, in connection with the annual ap- 
propriation from the city of Milledgeville.” 

A special joint committee from the pres- 
ént legislature has visited the school and 
reported substentially the same. 

All this, it ‘s held, makes a strong show- 
ing. The friends of the college in various 
parts of the state fail to see how the 
legislature can, without violence to the 
state’s agreement, and in justice to educa- 


} tional demands of Georgia, refuse the small 


sum asked for by the school. 

Of course the foregoing is not the only 
argument relied on by the school to show 
why it is entitled to the fostering care of 
the state. 

They reason that, apart from the con- 
tract idea, the state has investments here— 
property which should be maintained and 
made effective for some wise ends. These 
ends cannot be so powerfully reached, they 
Say, in any way as by maintaining this 
college, already established and with seven- 
teen years of splendid work behind it. 
The graduates from the school are doing 
some of the best teaching in the state. 
Thus are they paying the state back a 
thousand fold for the money spent in pre- 
paring them for the work. 

The school has many stanch frienc. in 
the general assembly who will strongly ad- 
vocate its claims. The question will be de- 
cided in the house next Tuesday, and the 
issue will be watched with absorbing in- 
terest by hundreds who know the high 
merit of the college, and who earnestly 
desire to see its power to do good enlarged.

TAKES UP PERMANENT WORK 


\Bloquence of Young Minister Made 


: Good Impression on the Con- 
\. gregation—Hie Sermon.

Yesterday morning Rev. Theron H. Ric®, 
the new pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church, preached his first sermoiu in At- 
lanta since accepting the forinal call. 

Every seat in the church’was iaken and @ 
large number of persons were compelled 


to stand. 

The few sermons that Dr. Rice preached 
here before accepting the call of the Cen- 
tral church made for him a reputation. 
The congregation vas delighted with his 
first efforts and the call, which was unan- 
imous, was greatly strengthened. 

The sermon preached yesterday was one 
of the best. The congregation and all who 
heard it were more than pleased. Dr. 
Rice spoke in a clear tone of voice and was 
heard by every one in the building. He 
preaches with great earnestness and much 
emphasis. Yesterday morning Dr. Rice 
took as the text for his sermon the last 
clavee in the twelfth chapter of Paul to 
the Corinthians—‘When I am weak: then 
am I strong.”’ 

“What did Paul mean by these words?” 
said Dr. Rice. ‘‘He had entrusted in his 
care the grandest enterprise ever placed 
in the hands of mortal man. With this 
great work before him he knew he was 
weak, but placed his trust in the Lord and 
derived from him his strength. 

“His field was all that territory over 
which the Roman eagle soared; his task 
was to bring all the souls in that vast ter- 
ritory to understand and trust tn thoir 
God. He had charge of their spiritual wel- 
fare. 

“His difficulties were many and hig trials 
numerous. In the eyes of the flesh this 
man would have been doomed to a failure, 
He was weak and labored under many dis- 
advantages. 

“Paul understood thfs and knew his 
weakness, He saw the many odds against 
him. Paul said, ‘I am weak,’ and that is 
what he meant when he said he was weak. 
But while he said this he looked the dif- 
ficulties square in the face as no other 
man could have done and said, ‘I am 
strong.’ 

“It had been told him by God himself in 
a vision that his strength would be great 
enough to cope with the difficulties and 
disadvantages that lay before him. ‘I 
take pleasure in my weakness,’ said Paul, 
‘for Christ’s strength shall come and make 
up for the deficiency." The weakness spok- 
en of is man’s utter inability to do the 
things he proposes to do without the help 
of God. 

“To illustrate this properly a few ex- 
amples will not be out of place at this 
juncture, When Jesus had completed His 
work and had chosen the men into whose 
hands He was to entrust the establish- 
ment of his church, were they a vast army?, 
No. They were a small flock of men. Were 
they strong? No; they were a weak body 
of men. But see what they have done; 
Christendom is the result of their labors. 

“Was the visible instrumentaity tn this 
flock enough to accomplish such results? 
God worked through these men and it was 
all God's work. They derived their 
strength from God. There is alWays a mo- 
ment in ¢very man’s life when he feels as 
weak as the feather wafted about by the 


strong winds; it is then he goes to Jesus; 
itis then that he is converted. When he 
fully discovers his great weakness he re- 
Hes on the. strength of Jesus and it is then 
he is strongest. 

“I have given ‘illustration of this great 
strength and now I will give the application 
of it. The first application is to those who 
are out of Jesus. The application to them 
is this: Give up your whole trust and con- 
fidence in that which is of the flesh and go 
to Jesus. Go to Him like you are—poor, 
weak, unclean sinner. Won't you do this? 
Go to Him and get your strength. Will you 
not let your weakness take you to Jesus? 

“This principle obtains in the church of 
God—when it is weak then. is it strong. 
We are a small flock in a large world. 
We are weak, but a strong church in the 
eyes of the Lord may appear very differ- 
ently from what it appears in the eyes of 
man and the world. 

“The world looks upon a strong church 
as one that has a large congregation, owns 
a building of great size and beauty and has 
a choir which renders a beautiful musica] 
programme, 

“I don’t suppose that the church out of 
which all Christianity comes had a build- 
ing in which its members could worship. 
The strong church is not the magnificent 
one in the center of the city having a large 
and fashionable congregation. Where do 
you find free salvation and good, earnest 
hard-working Christians? | Not in such 
churches as I have named. The church

HERTY ANSWERS CHANDLER 


Says That 
Is Champion 
on “Test Their Skill. 


The card from Mr. Algernon Chandler, an 
alumnus of the University of Virginia, pub- 
lished in a recent issue of The Constitution, 
in which the comparative merits of the 
football teams of the University of Geor- 
gia and the University of Virginia were 
discussed at length, has been the cause 


of much debate among college men all 


over the south, ‘ 
Mr. Chandler's card was an. argumen 


that the University of Georgia had no just 
right to claim the southern football cham- 
plonship for the season just ended. He 
insisted that the University of Virginia had 
the star football team of the south, and 
was entitled to a place above any other 
southern college for athletic supremacy. 
The argument in Mr, Chandler’s card 
which stirred up the liveliest contradiction 


was as follows: 
The fact is, the Univeraity of vue 
team is easily the best te 
south and a comparison of sonres renee 


indicates it. For instance, — 
University of Georgia and the University 
of Virginia have met the University 0 
North Carolina this year. The score in 
the former game was 24 to 16 In Geor- 
gia’s favor, and in the latter game 

to v in Virginias’ favor. This indicates 
that the score in a game played pow 
between Virginia and Georgia wou : 
about 30 to 0 in favor of Virginia. An 
college men know that, unlike paseball, 
football scores can be relied upon @s & 
fair criterion: in determining the re- 


spective merits and strength of two 

teams, 
This statement has been frequently chal- 
lenged, and the number who agree with 
Mr. Chandler that football scores, unlike 
baseball scores, can be relied upon as & 
fair criterion for comparing teams which 
have never played each other, is by no 
means large. The consensus of opinion 


seems to differ from him 

Dr. Charles H. Herty, of the University 
of Georgia, who was the moving spirit in 
organizing the Southern Inter-collegiate 
Athletic Association, has written an answer 
to Mr. Chandler’s card, in which he does 
not confine himself to a discussion of the 
southern football champiorship, but makes 
a few pertinent comments on the future 
of athletic sports in the south which will 
be of widespread interest. i 


Dr. Herty’s Card.

Nor can the re- 
sult of a theoretical game of football be 
worked out on a mathematical basis as 
Mr. Chandler seeks to do from a compari- 
son of the scores made by Virginia and 
Georgia against North Carolina. As proof 
of this statement, Georgia defeated Se- 
wanee 24 to 0, Auburn defeated Sewanee 
38 to 8; accordingly, Auburn should have de- 
feated Georgia 8 to 0. The fallacy of this 
argument was demonstrated on Thanks- 
giving day in Atlanta, when Georgia de- 
feated Auburn 12 to 6. Again, what was 
the relative improvement of the Virginia 
and Georgia teams from October 3ist, the 
date of the CGeorgia-North Carolina game, 
to Thanksgiving day?

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Perhaps There Is Some Significance in 
Certain Visits Made to Atlanta, 


CAPITALISTS SEE THE S. A. L. 


Process of Formation—Purpose 
Being To Keep Independent. 


Some significance has been attributed to 
the recent visit to Atlanta by Mr. H. N. 
Higinbotham, in company with Vice Pres!i- 
dent St. John, of the Seaboard Air-Line.. It 
has been suggested that perhaps Mr. Higin- 
bottiam was considering an investment in 
Seaboard and Roanoke stock. He is worth 
fifteen or twenty millions, and if he were 
to get into the Seaboard situation, there 
would be no more heard of it being bought 
by Mr. Ryan or anyone else. It was given 
out that the Chicago merchant prince was 
down simply on a pleasure trip with his 
old friend, Mr. St. John. They may have 
been combining a little business with the 


pleasure trip. : 

Another significant visit to Atlanta was 
that of Mr. Mayer, ex-presiaent of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, who came down about 
ten days ago with President Hoffman a 
4 oresident St. John. That was sa 
hig # * pleasure trip, too. Mr, Mayer is 
also very wealthy, and has strong financial 
connections. 

If a few more millionaires come down in 
Vice President St. John’s private car, the 
public will begin to suspect that there is 
a new syndicate in process of organization, 
and that its purpose is to keep the Sea- 
board independent and practically in the 
hands of its present management, 

The Baltimoreans estimate that Mr. Ryan 
did not have the money to take all the 
stock in the vool, and that he was glad to 
get out of the deal, and doubly glad to get 
his $60,000 back which he had put up as 4 
guarantee of good faith when he made his 
offer for the whole issue of stock, The

There May Be Another Syndicate in 


Harry Rayment’ Blue Byes Again Peep 


Through Jail Bars. 
SAID HE WORKED MAN FOR $10 


Stated He Wished To Exchange Silver 
for Paper for Remittance—He Got 
Paper but: Never Had Silver.

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Harry Raymond, the youth who has be- 
come famous on account of his blue optics 
and unique flim-flam games, is again in 
the clutches of the law, and reclines in 
Fulton courity jail on-the charge of cheat- 
ing and swindling. 

The evidence against this incorrigible 
youth is. strong, and he will be prosecuted 
to the fullest extent of the law. Raymond 
has often been arrested before. 

Raymond is accused of victimizing the 
Kilpatrick Grocery Congpany, on Houston 
street. Last Thursday evening at 6 o’clock 
he entered the store and asked the groceryr 
ma.:i if he would exchange a ten-dollar bill 
for the same arm.ount in silver, giving as @ 
reason that he wished to send the money 
to a friend in a letter. 

In substantiation of this excuse, Raymond 
exhibited a stamped letter addressed to-the 
First National bank, of Montgomery, Ala., 
which 1réad as fcilows: 

“Dear Friend—Inclosed find 410, the 
amount I agreed to:send you as per @ . 
ment. Yours, H. W. B.” 

Handed Him the Money. 

Mr. Kilpatrick complied with Raymond's 
request and handed him the bill. Raymond 
then sealed the letter, tu all intents in- 


elesing the money, but with remarkable . 


deftness it seems he slipped the note up 
his sleeve instead of into the envelope, 

Raymond then fumbled in his pocket for 
the $10 in silver, but, greatly to his chagrin, 
he made the startling discovery he had 
left the change in ‘his room, and offered to 
leave the letter until he could go after 
the cash. 

Mr. Kilpatrick readily agreed to this 
proposition, thinking the money was in the 
envelope. Raymond's time for disappear- 
ing then arrived, and he stepped out of the 
store. After several-hours had elapsed, the 
groceryman began to grow uneasy, and 
decided to open the deceptive fetter.. When 
he found it did not contain the money he 
was greatly surprised, and realized he had 
been duped in the most approved fashion, 

Chief of Detectives Slaughter was nottfled 
at once, and from the description of the 
youth Mr. Kilpatrick gave, the officer in- 
stantly suspected it was Raymond, Canse- 
quently a detective started out’ on the 
hunt for him, and late Friday night he was 
arrested and locked in the station house, 

Saturday morning Mr. Kilpatrick called 
at the police headquarters, and was shown 
to Raymond's cell. The moment he laid 
eyes on the youth he stated positively he 
was the same man who had swindled him 
out of the money. One of the clerks in the 
grocery store also identified the prisoner, 

Was Taken to Trial. 

A warrant was sworn out for Raymond 
before Judge Foute, and at 3 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon he was taken to the court 
for trial, but the;hearing was postponed 
until Monday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Raymond positively states he is tnnocent. 
He claims he will be able to prove by sev- 
eral reputable witnesses he was in Judge 
Bloodworth’s court as a witress at the 
time he is alleged to have swindled the 
groceryman, and seems to be confident he 
will be acquitted. 

The detectives state they have no doubt 
of Raymond’s guilt. He is ore of the
